Paul's ; where it can mean nothing elle, 
than a behaviour and diſpokition 
which is quite unſuitable to the end of 
the inſtitution ; that is, in ſuch a light 
and indecent manuer, as that it is not 
diltinguiſhed from a common meal.” 
This is the notion of Unworthinels, 3s 
it is related to the Corinthians, who 
had abuled this holy Supper to a profanc 

ligiouſſy 
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ouſly and devoutly diſpoſed, 
he molt comfortable Sacrament 
of the Body and Blood of Chriſt ; 
o be by them received, in re- 
membrance of his meritorious 
Croſs and Paſſion 3 whereby a- 
lone we obtain remiſhon of our 
fins, and are made partakers of

and intemperate purpoſe. Men, I hope 
will always come to the Sacrament with 
a true penitent heart and lively faith, 
and then 1 am ſure they will come wor- 
tile.

Hour, at the inſtitution of this Supper,

Huld deny him afterwards with an 
nl, And thus in the other ex preſſion 
Jentiug and drinking our own dam— 
„ation, cited in the laſt Exhortation, it 
. ceriain that St. Taul never intended 

tert the condemnation of their 
wuls in a future ſtate; but, by ſuch in- 
temperance as he had mentioned, the 
ondemnauon of their bodies to ficknels 
a: death + of which the very next words 
tte a proof, For this cauſe (lays he) ma- 
ate week and ſickly among you, and 
many ſleep. It 1s not only therefore a 
matter of wonder, but of great and juſt 
oncern, that this ſingle expreſlion of the 
Apoltle Paul, unhappily traullated by a 
word which in our language conveys the 
idea ut eternal puniſhment, ſhould have 
been the occaiion of a great deal of terror 
© 10nelt Chriſtians, anddeter them from 
duty which Chriſt hath laid upon them. 

But belides this expreſhon of eating 
aud drinking unworthily, and to out 
own damnation, there is ſo much {aid 
by Saint Paul about Self-Examina- 
don, and fo much infiſlted on in theſe 
Lxhortations, that many come to this 
duty with great reluctance and fear, and 
many more there are, who for that rea- 
ſon only do not come at all. The Co- 
unthians are the only people that were 
wvncernedin this injunction of St. Paul's. 
Neither was this examination, which has 
dee u [y auhappily made tlie ground of ſo 


the kingdom of heaven. Where- 
fore it is our duty to render 
moſt humble and hearty thanks 
to Almighty God our heavenly 
Father, For that he hath given 
his Son our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, 
not only to die for us, but alſo 
to be our ſpiritual food and ſuſ- 


many needleſs ſcruples, and Examination 
ot their Lives, that they might make 
themlelves worthy to cat aud drink at 
this holy Supper; but it was an Exa- 
mination of their Hearts, at the time 
of its celebration, that they might be 
lure of partaking of it, not indecently, 
not as a common meal, but as a me- 
morial of the facrifice of the death of 
Chriſt, and to renew the covenant in his 
blood, The duty of preparation theres 
fore, by examining all the ations and 
intentions of our lives, though extremely 
uleſul, and even ne&flary on fame oc 
calions, yet not being a duty that is 
neceliarvato the Sacrament, in any part 
of the Word of God, there is no occa- 
tion to fill ourſelves with ſcruples and 
diſſiculties about it. Nay it is abſurd 
to ſay no worſe) to make that eſſeutial 
to the lulemnity, which Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles have not required; and to be 
prevented, by a difliculty we have made 
ourlelves, trom attending on a duty they 
have abſolutely commanded. 

Ja ſhort, let this one ovlervation be 
but well impreſſed upon the mind, That 
whoſoever cometh to the Lord'd Table, 
with ſeriouſueſs, repentance, and a good 
heart, is ſaſe; and then the inſtitution 
will remain in the fame plainneſs and 
limplicity in which our Saviour liſt ap- 
pointed it, without intricacy or terror. 
It will he a folemn ad of worſhip, which 
a good man being always ready for, will 
ind great conlolation in; and which 
none but a wicked man indeed (reſolved 
to continue wicked) {ſhould always think 
himlelf exculed from. I hope this may 
be ſuthcient to explain the expreſſious in 
the Exhortations to the Communion, 


which have been to many ſerious devout 


people ſuch a ſtone of ſtumbling and 
rock of offence.

ſurrection of the dead. For as 
in Adam all die, even ſo in 

Chriſt ſhall all be made alive. 

But every man in his own order: 

Curiſt the firſt fruits; afterward 
they that are Chriſt's, at his 
coming. Then cometh the end 


the kingdom to God, even the 
Father ; when he ſhall have put 
down all rule, and all authority, 
and power, For he muſt reign 
till he hath put all enemies under 
his feet. The laſt enemy that ſhall 
be deſtroyed, is Death : ſor he 
hath put all things under his 
feet, But when he ſaith, all 
things are put under him, it is 
manifeſt that he is excepted 
which did put all things under 
him.

Let 
us eat and drink, for to-morrow 
we die, Be not deceived : evil 
communications corrupt good 
manners. Awake to righteouſ- 
neſs, and fin not; for ſome have 
not the knowledge of God. I 
ſpeak this to your ſhame. But 
ſome man will ſay, How are 
the dead raiſed up? and with 
what body do they come? Thou 
fool, that which thou ſoweſt, 
is not quickened except it die. 
And that which thou ſoweſt, 
thou ſoweſt not that body that 
ſhall! be, but bare grain, it may 
chanceof wheat, or of ſome other 
grain: but God giveth it a body, 
as it hath pleaſed him, and to 
every ſeed his own body, All 
fleſh is not the ſame fleſh; but 
there is one kind of fleſh of men, 
another fleſh . of beaſts, ano- 
ther of fiſhes, and another of 
birds.

It is ſown in weakneſs; it is 
raiſed in power: It is fown a 
natural body, it is raiſed a ſpi- 
ritual body, There is a natura! 


body and thers is a ſpiritual 


body. And ſo it is written, the 
firſt man Adam was made a liv- 
ing ſoul, tne Jaſt Adam was 
made a quickning Spirit, How- 
beit, that was not hrit which is 
ſpiritual ; but that which is na- 
tural ; and afterward that wizich 
is ſpiritual. The firit man is of 
the earth, earthy: the ſecond 
man is the Lord from heaven. 
As is the carthy tuch are they 
that are earthy: and as is the hea- 
venly, ſuch are they alſo that are 
heavenly.

We have therefore, upon mature deliberation, and 
with the advice of ſo many of our Biſhops as might conveniently be called together, 
thought fit to make this Declaration following. | 

That the Articles of the Church of England (which have been allowed and ay. 
thorized heretofore, and which our Clergy generally have ſubſcribed unto) do con- 
tain the true DoArine of the Church of England, agreeable to God's Word: which 
we de therefore ratify and confirm; requiring all our loving Subjects to continue 
in the uniform profeſſion thereof, and prohibiting the leaſt difference from the (aid 
Articles; which to that end we command to be new printed, and this Our De 
claration to be publiſhed therewith, 

That We are Supreme Governor of the Church of England ; and that if any dif- 
ference ariſe. about the external policy, concerning the Injunctions, Canons, and 
other Conflituttons whatſoever thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Convocation is 
to order and ſettle them, having firſt obtained leave under Our Broad Seal lo to 
do: And We approving their ſaid Ordinances and Conſtitutions ; providing that 
none be made contrary to the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Land. 

That out of our Princely Care, that the Churchmen may do the work which is 
proper unto them, the Biſhops and Clergy from time to time in Convocation, 
upon their humble deſire ſhall have Licence under our Broad Seal to deliberate of, 
and to do all ſuch things, as being made plain by them, and aſſented unto by Us, 
ſhall concern the ſettled continuance of the Doctrine and Diſcipline of the Church 
of England now eſtabliſhed ; from which we will not endure any varying or de. 
parting in the leaſt degree. 

That for the preſent, though ſome Differences have been ill raiſed, yet We take 
eomfort in this, that all Clergymen within our Realm have always moft willingly 
ſubſcribed to the Articles eſtabliſhed ; which is an Argumeut to Us, that they al 
agree in the true, uſual, literal meaning of the ſaid Articles, and that even in thoſe 
curious Points, in which the preſent Differences lie, Men of all ſorts take the Articles 
of the Church of Englund to be for them; which is an Argument again, that none 
of them intend any Deſertion of the Articles eftabliſhed. 

That therefore in theſe both curions and unhappy differences, which have for 
ſo many hundred years, in different times and places exerciſed the Church 0 
Chriſt, We will that all further curious Search be laid aſide, and theſe Diſputes be 
ſhut up in God's Promiſes, as they be generally ſet forth to us in the holy Scrip- 
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tures, and the general meaning of the Articles of the Church of England, accord I\ 
ing to them. And that no man hereafter ſhall either print or preach to draw the my

Inſomuch that to ſuch as nightly, wor- 
thily, and with faith receive the ſame, 
the bread which we break, is a partak- 
ing of the Body of Chriſt : and likewiſe 
the Cup of bleſſing is a partaking of the 
Blood of Chriſt. | 

Tranſubſtantiation (or the change of 
the ſubſtance of Bread and Wine) in the 
Swpper of the Lord, cannot be proved 
by holy writ ; but it is repugnant to 
the plain words of Scripture, overthrow- 
eth the nature of a Sacrament, and hath 
given occaſion to many ſuperſtitions, 

The Body of Chrilt is given, taken, 
and eaten in the Supper, only after an 
heavenly and ſpiritual manner. And 
the means whereby the Body af Chriſt 
13 received and catcn in the Supper, 1s 
Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper 
was not by Chrilt's ordinance reſerved, 
carried about, liſted up, or wurthipped, 


XXIX. Of the Wicked, which cat not the 
Body of Chriſt in the uſe of the Lord's

PH E wicked, and ſuch as be void 

of a lively faith, although they do 
carnally and viſibly preſs with their 
teeth (as St. Auguſtine faith) the Sacra- 
ment of the body and blood of Chriſt : 
yet in no wile are they partakers of 

Chriſt ; but rather, to their condem- 

nation, do eat and drink the ſigu or 

Sacrament of ſo great a thing,

＋ HE Cup of the Lord is not to be 
denied to the Lay-people : for both 
the parts of the Lord's Sacrament, by 
Chriſt's ordinance and commandment, 
ought to be miniſtered to all Chriſtian 
men alike, 


XXXI. Of the one Oblation of Chriſt 
finiſhed upon the Croſs. 
T HE offering of Chriſt once made, 
is that perfect Redemption, Pro- 
pitiation, and Satisſadion for all the 
fins of the whole world, both original 
and adtual; and there is none other 
ſatisfaction for fin, but that alone. 
Wherefore, the ſacrifices of Maſſes, in 
the which it was commonly ſaid, that 
the Prieſt did offer Chriſt for the quick 
and the dead to have remiſhon of pain 
or guilt, were blaſphemous fables, and 
dangerous deceits. 


XXXII. Of the Marriage of Priefts. 


B ISHOPS, Priefts, and Deacons, 

? or SotTommanded by God's Law, 
either to vow the eſtate of a ſingle life, 
or to abſtain from marriage: There- 
fore it is lawful for them, as for all 
other Chriſtian men, to marry at their 


own diſcretion, as they ſhall judge the 
fame to ſerve better to godlinels. 


XXXIIL Of excommunicate Perſons, how 
they are to be avoided. 


HAT Perſon by open denuncia- 

tion of the Church, is rightly cut 
off from the unity of the Church, and 
excommunicated, ought to be taken of 
the whole multitude of the faithful, as 
an Heathen and Publican, uutil he be 
opeuly reconciled by penance, and re- 
ceived into the Church by a judge that 
hath authority thereunto. 


XXXIV. Of the Traditions of the Church. 


T is not neceſſary that Traditions and 
Ceremonies be in all places one, or 
utterly like ; for at all times they have 
been divers, and may be changed ac- 


cording to the diverſities of countries, 


ti mes and men's manners. ſo that no- 


thing be ordained againſt God's Word. 


Whoſoever through his private ] 
ment, willingly and purpoſely do 
openly break the traditions aud ceremy- 
nies of the Church, which be no! o 
pugnant to the Word of God, and 
ordained and approved by common 2 
thority, ought to be rebuked openly [thy 
others may fear to do the like) a þ! 
that offendeth againſt the common ord 
of the Church, and hurteth the auth 
rity of the Magiſtrate, and woundeth ths 
conſciences of the weak brethren, 


XXXV. Of Homilies, 


HE ſecond Book of Homilies, the 

ſeveral titles whereof we have join. 
ed under this Article, doth contain 1 
godly and wholeſome doQrine, an 
neceſſary for theſe times, as doth the 
former Book of Homilies, which were 
ſet forth in the time of Edward the 
Sixth; and therefore we judge them u 
be read in Churches by the Miniſten, 
diligently and diſtinaly, that they my 
be underſtanded of the people.

XXXVI. Of Conſecration of Biſhops and 

Miniſters. 
| N E Book of Conſecration of Arch- 
T biſhops and. Biſhops, and order- 
ing of prieſts and Deacons, lately {et 
forth in the time of Edward the Sixth, 
and confirmed at the ſame time by au- 
thority of Parliament, doth contain all 
things neceflary to ſuch Conſecration 
and Ordering ; neither hath it any 
thing that of itſelf is ſuperſtitious and 
ungodly. And therefore wholoever are 
conſecrated or ordered according to the 
Rites of that Book, ſince the ſecond 
vear of the forenamed King Edward, un- 
to this time, or hereafter ſhall be con- 
ſecrated or ordered according to the ſame 
rites; we decree all ſuch to be rightly, 
orderly, and lawfully conſecrated and 
ordered. 


XXXVII. Of the civil Magiſtrates. 


HE King's Majeſty hath the chief 

power in this realm of England, 
and other his dominions, unto whom 
the chief government of all eſtates of this 
realm, whether they be eccleſiaſtical or 
civil, in all cauſes doth appertain, and 
is not, nor ought to be ſubject to any 
foreign Juriſdiction. 

Where we attribute to the King's 
Majeſty the chief government, by which 
titles we underſtand the minds of ſome 
flanderous folks to be offended ; we 
give not to our Princes the miniſtering 
either of God's Word, or of the Sacra- 
ments, the which thing the injundtions 
allo lately fet forth by Elzzebeth our 
Queen do molt plainly teltify : But that

only prerogative which we ſee ſo have 
been given always to all godly Princes 
in Holy Scriptures by God himſelf ; that 
is, that they ſhould rule all eſtates and 
degrees committed to their charge 
God, whether they be eccleſiaſtical or 
temporal, and reſtrain with the civil 
fword the ſtubborn and evil-doers. 

The Biſhop of Rome hath no juriſ- 
diction in this Realm of England. 

The laws of this realm may puniſh 
Chrittian men with death, for heinous 
and grievous offences. 

It is lawful for Chriſtian men, at the 
commandment of the Magiſtrate, to wear 
weapons, and ſerve in the wars. 


XXXVIII. Of chriſtian men's goods, which 
are not common. 


T: HE riches and goods of Chriſtians 

are not common, as touching the 
right, title, and poſleſhon of the ſame, 
as certain Anabaptiſts do falſly boaſt. 
Notwithſtanding, every man ought of 
ſuch things as he poſſeſſeth, liberally to 


give alms to the poor, according to his 
ability, 


XXXIX. Of a Chriftian Man's Oath, 


A S we confeſs that vain and raſh 

ſwearing is forbidden Chriſtian men 
by out Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and James 
his Apoſtle; ſo we judge that Chriſtian 
Religion doth not prohibit, but that a 
man may {wear when the Magiſtrate re- 
quireth, in acaule of faith and charity; 
lo it be done according to the Prophet's 
teaching, in Juſtice, Judgment, and 
Truth. |
